Father Dun- 
can had great faith in an all-pervad- 
ing Omnipotence, and went about 
showing that faith. He learned to 
e@peak their tongue, he watched them 
at their bow and arrow practice. And 
6oon they ceased to kill their fellows 
and roast them over the camp fires. 

Father Duncan was becoming es- 
tablished. He lived in a small log 
hut, and tilled a bit of land at the 
back of it. And the great, hulking 
fellows would come silently along, 
and watch the white-faced man 
working under the Arctic skies, 

Small wonder that they learned to 
look upon him as a sort of god. His 
principles were not warlike, he was 
Just in all his dealings, as the great 
god of all the Indians was supposed 
to be. 

And soon they began to forget any 
god but the one he represented. And 
they thrived, under the new dispensa- 
tion, their squaws gave them new In- 
dians, and their workings in leather 
found a market in the country to the 
south of them, 

They even worshipped in the hut 
of Father Duncan, who haa no creed 
but the creed of honesty and con- 
écientious work, 

But he was not popular with the 
authorities of the orthodox Church. 
They did not agree with his practical 
views on religion, Their religion had 
® creed, a theory, which placed their 
Deity on high and regarded Him 
from afar. 

And so they banded together and 
@ecided that Father Duncan must 
leave. He was not of their faith, 
and he was influencing the Indians 
to believe in his faith. True, they 
had never succeeded in changing the 
faith of the Indians, but they were 
determined that no one else should. 

The good Father heard 6f the bick- 
erings and felt the spirit of unrest 
which swept over the people, So he 
gmoved away from his little hut and 
bit of land, away across the boundary 
fnto British Columbia, 

At Metlacatla he established what 
fs known to-day as The lioly City. 
It siands on the seashore, just across 
from Prince Rupe , the western ter- 
minus of the Grand Trunk Pacific. 

His followers went with him to the 
Mew country and prepared to estab- 
lish for themselves a new home more 
comfortable than they had ever 
known. 

They built a pretty little church, 
built it with their own hard, brown 
bands. They cut down the fragrant 
cedar trees, trimmed them, and built 
their church from the native wood. 
The.e was a great celebration when 
it was finished, and never was white 
Mian prouder of any achievement than 
@hese uncouth red men of their first 
church, 

The Metlacatla Indians became 
known for their industry, and their 
painstaking earnestness in furthering 
their industries. And more: the tribes 
who used to live on each other be- 
came the least warlike. 

But ill-luck seemed to shadow the 
find Father. The beautiful church, 
of which he was so proud, was burned 
to the ground through jealousy, 

For there were constant bickerings 
amongst the white-faced people. 
Bickerings as to the religion estab- 
lished by this stranger; bickerings 
a@bout the industry he had establish- 
ed among the Indians, 

The good Father was blind and 
deaf to the bick.vings for awhile. 
He rebuilt his church and went quiet- 
fy about his work. At last, however, 
he became tired of the controversies 
of opinion, He longed for a quiet spot 
where he could live as he wished. So 
he decided to leave the Holy City he 
had established. He went back to 
establish his religion and home in 
the Alaska which had driven him out 
before, Of the twelve hundred fol- 
lowers he had in Metlacatla, over 
eight hundred went with him. 

But they left many reminders. 
Wonderful carvings cut in great ce- 
dar trees. These are the family to- 
tems. They took large trees, any- 

. Where from ten to fifty feet high, and 
carved upon them grotesque birds, 
bears, fishes, and animals of all sorts. 
Each carved figure represented some- 
thing—part of their faith in nature. 
or a tribute io their deity. The white 
Man cannot appreciate the totems of 
the Indians, 

The most remarkable one stands

made of granite. One might call it a 
Monument, It represents a mother 
holding her child in her lap.

The actors an‘ actresses, principal 
“boy,” principal “girl,” and all, are 
just beetles—-Prof. Lozshki’s trained 
beetles—and the little creatures dis- 
play almost human intelligence. 

There is, for instance, a skating 
scene, in which they cut better fig- 
ures than the average man. Santa 
Claus, a huge stag beetle, is a quaint 
figure, who climbs down a big Christ- 
mas tree and raises smaller trees in 
the wilds, which he loads up with 
wonderful presents, 

The beetles all receive gifts, and 
there is no grumbling or trouble ex- 


| cept when the pantomime demon at- 


tempts to steal a Christmas cra:ker 
which a little mamma beetle is en- 
dei.voring to carry home to her baby 
beetles, Then follows a terrific strug- 


gle, the bonbon explodes, and the two 


are blown to pieces, 

These performing beetles, it should 
be explained, are specially trained for 
cinema work by Prof. Lozshki, a Rus- 
sian, who has spent the greater part 
of bis life in studying the insects. 

He claims that he has found them 


| to possess not only great intelligence 
| but 


considerable histrionic ability, 


and, strange though the assertion 


| may sound, few people will be inclined 


to contradict it, once they have seen 
one of his wonderful insect dramas 
performed upon the screen. 

In one of these, entitled, ‘A Drama 
of the Middle Ages,” whole armies 
of beetles, clothed in quaint old uni- 
forms and carrying various mediaeval 
weapons, march and counter-march 
in the most natural manner. They 
erect sealing ladders, storm a castle, 
and fight fiercely on the battlements 
for the mastery. On the screen the 
insects are magnified to the size of 
real soldiers, and the effect is startl- 
ing and almost uncanny. 

In yet another of the Lozshki pho- 
to plays dragon-flies and daddy-long- 
legs take part; but these, the profes- 
sor explains, are mere ‘“‘supers.” He 
relies upon his beetles for all the 
principal parts. 

They are, however, not ordinary 
beetles. On the contrary, they have 
been trained from stock carefully 
chosen and cultivated. Lozshki start- 
ed as a ‘‘beetle fancier’ away back 
in the year 1881, and the present 
generation of beetles that he is now 
experimenting with is the 465th in 
direct descent from the original par- 
ent stock, 

For the life of a beetle, it must be 
remembered, is short,

Donizetti in vain 
tried to call him back, shouting after 
him, “Not 123 trombones, but first, 
second and third trombones!" Sig- 
ismondi would not liste» and when 
last seen was still repeating, “A hun- 
dred and twenty-three trombones!"

NOW IT’S KARAKULE, 


Prince Edward Islanders Have Gone 
In For Persian Lamb Fur. 


Canada’s fur-raising province— 
that is certainly Prince Edward Is- 
land——is now going in for Karakule 


On a farm near Charlottetown, 
there is a herd of eleven pure-bred 
Karakule sheep which were brought 
over from the desert of Kokhara to 
this country some little time ago. 

These animals are used in their 
native country to produce Persian 
lainb, Astrachan, Krimmer, and 
Broadtail, or baby lamb fur. These 
different kinds of fur come from the 
offspring of the Karakule sheep, the 
very best Persian lamb fur being se- 
cured from the young animal as soon 
after birth as possible, 

More recently a shipment of 350 
Lincoln sheep were sent to Prince 
Edward ‘Island. These will be used 
to cross with the thoroughbred kara- 
kule stock, and it is expected that 
pelts will be supplied to the London 
market shortly. 

Government tests in the United 
States, where the first herd of these 
foreign sheep were brought in 1908 
by Dr. C. C, Young, the eminent Rus- 
sian experimentalist, with the co- 
operation of ex-President Theodore 
Roosevelt, show that Karakule sheep 
when crossed with English long-wool 
breeds, such as Lincolns, Cotswolds, 
or Highland Black Faces, will pro- 
duce skins valued at from $6 to $13 
each in wholesale lots of 160 to 200 
skins per lot, 

According to Mr. J, Walter Jones, 
B.S.A., of Charlottetown, whose re- 
port to the Conservation Commission 
on fur-farming in Canada has made 
him a recognized authority on breed- 
ing and raising of fur-bearing ani- 
mals in captivity, the prospects of the 
Persian lamb fur industry in his pro- 
vince are exceedingly bright. Dr. 
Young, who has been conducting his 
experiments since 1908 in Texas, with 
the only other herd of pure-bred 
Karakules which was brought to 
America from Bokhara, is interested 
in the new Prince Edward Island 
company, 

America has been paying out every 
year for a considerable period, Mr. 
Jones points out, some $14,000,000 
for the fur pelts of the Persian lamb, 
which he claims by the way, is not a 
product of the Persian sheep, “'Per- 
sian lamb” is merely a commercial 
term established by furriers, accord- 
ing to him, and that fur is really 
produced from the Karakule sheep 
which are found in greatest abund- 
ance on the Bokhara desert north of 
Persia. 

It is very evident that fur farmers 
in Canada are not deterred by the 
lower prices prevalent in the fur mar- 
ket just now, and look for a good 
business next s ason, 


Eskimo Woman's Heroism, 
The heroism of an Eskimo woman 
who, while ill, assisted her husband 
to drag a sled bearing a sick man 


for six weeks is one of the tales re- | 


lated by Rev, E, W. Greenshield, 
recently returned from mission work 
among the inhabitants of far north- 
ern Canada, 

The sick man was Prof. Hantsch, 
the German explorer, who finally 
succumbed to his hardships. Prof. 
Hantsch intended to chart the great 
inland lake in Baffin's Land, 
the expedition food ran short. One 
of the Eskimos returned alone on 
foot to a store, 10 days’ journey. 
His only nourishment outbound was 
one tin of condensed milk, though 
he carried back a heavy load of 
provisions, 

With only one Eskimo and his 
wife and a dog sledge, Prof. Hantsch 
pressed north another 300 miles, 
When his health failed the two 
Eskimos dragged him homeward on 
the sledge for six weeks, although 
the woman was seriously ill herself. 

They reached the main camp, 
where Prof. Hantsch died, the Eski- 
mos reading the Church of England 
service in their own tongue over his 
primitive grave and singing a hymn.

STORM SIGNALLING, 


Canada Owes Her Present System to 
| the Militia Department. 


} 
| It is to the militia that Canada’s 
storm signal system owes its origin, 
In 1860 the first use of the telegraph 
for storm signal work on the con- 
tinent was begun at Washington, but 
was abandoned through the stress of 
the civil war until 1870 when it was 
resumed under the supervision of the 
United States Militia Department, 
It was through the militia that the 
Dominion had its first observatory, 
which was a building of logs covered 
over with plaster, and was erected 
in Toronto in 1840 in the vicinity of 
what is now Queen’s Park, says 
R. F. Stupart in a recent lecture on 
the subject. 

In 1852 the militia turned over 
the Toronto Observatory to the 
Colonial Government and in 1855 a 
new building had been erected. It 
was in 1870, when the observatory 
work was under the late Professor 
Kingston, that the storm signal ser- 
vice was introduced in Canada, for 
which purpose the Government made 
a grant of $5,000. This was follow- 
ed by the establishment of a few 
storm signal stations on the great 
lakes, and an exchange of reports 
was made with the weather bureau 
at Washington, which also had at 
that time a few storm signal stations 
throughout the United States. When 
Washington knew of a storm head- 
ing for the great lakes, word was 
sent from that city to Toronto and 
from Toronto to the storm signal 
stations. 

The Dominion now possesses 110 
storm signal stations. Of these, 
three are on the British Columbia 
coast, 30 are on the great lakes, and 
the balance in the maritime prov- 
inces. 

Newfoundland receives its warn- 
ings of storms through the Canadian 
storm signal service which is in a 
most excellent position to know of 
storms heading for Newfoundland 
from the west. 

The difficulties experienced in tell- 
ing the exact course which a storm 
will take is shown by the fact that 
of the 16,000 weather charts now in 
,the possession of the Toronto Ob- 
servatory, not two can be found 
which do not bear a marked differ- 
ence, In view of this it is remark- 
able how rarely the bureaus are

TRIES TO REMEMBER, 


Old Toronto Doctor Rehearses the 
Days of His Affluence, 
Forty years ago old Doctor John 


—the rest of his name does not mat- | 


ter—celebrated his fortieth birth- 
day, a leading citizen of Toronto, a 
doctor with an extended practice, the 
owner of drug shops, and a veteran 
of the 10th Royal Irish Regiment, 
with service in India. 

Recently the old doctor celebrated 
his eightieth birthday in Toronto 
jail, having been sent down for sixty 
days, homeless, penniless,-and drunk. 

But he is no ordinary drunk. He 
drinks to remember and not to for- 
get. When he finds the memories 
of his prosperous days slipping away, 
the little old man goes away by him- 
self and drinks to refresh the mem- 
ories that are his one interest in 
life. The whisky does more than 
refresh them, it brings them so close 
that he lives them over again. He 
unearthed a plug hat and a faded, 
old-fashioned, bottle-green, cut-away 
coat, takes a battered satchel in his 
hand, and starts out on his profes- 
sional rounds, just as he was accus- 
tomed to do forty years ago. 

Down to the lower ends of Jarvis, 
Sherbourne, and Simcoe streets goes 
the doctor, to where his fashionable 
clients once lived. He does not see 
that these districts have aged and 
grown shabby, like himself. Up he 
stumps to the faded doors, and in- 
stead of a neat housemaid ushering 
him in, and taking his hat, a lodging- 
jhouse mistress blocks his way. To 
jher, the dignified old ghost of 
memories is only a fuddled old 
drunk. She calls a policeman, The 
old doctor is taken to court, where

|sober up—to come out of the past.

| Old Dr. John is a graduate of 
Trinity College, Dublin, and served 
as army surgeon and as soldier in 
several Indian campaigns with the 
10th Royal Irish regiment.

tice. He owned four chemist shops, 
one at the corner of Queen and Sher- 
| bourne, one at the corner of Dundas 
and Foxley streets, and others at 
places forgotten by him in the ad- 
vance of days. He had an extended 
medical practice, but it grew away 
from him, and when, eighteen years 
ago, his wife died, the doctor began 
to subsist on memories.

PANAMA PACIFIC 


Hope is Revived in California That 
Great Britain May Participate 
San Francisco. Special Ccrrespond- 

ence Whatever the result of the ef- 

forts which are still being made to 
secure adequate representation for the 
government of Great Britain, at the 

Panama-Pacific internat‘onal posi- 

tion, to be held in San Francisco in 

1915, it is certain that the Dominion 

of Canada will play a most creditable 

part in the celebration. 

The final plans for the Canadian pa- 
vilion, which is to be one of the hand- 
somest among the building. represen- 


tative of foreign nations and states, 
were accepted January 21, and the 
process of .ctual construction will 


have begun befere the publication of 
this article, under the supervision of 
Colonel William Hutchison, of Ottawa, 
the Canadian Exhibition Commission- 
her. 


Solonel Hutchison arrived in San 
Francisco Jauuary 14 to inaugurate 
the work upon the buildir prepara- 
tory to the arrival of the Canadian ex- 


hibit, which is now on the way here 
He was joined here by George Free- 
man, the London architect who is a 
designer of the building, and his staff. 
The pavilion, which will cost approx- 
limately $300,000 will be tho largest 
exposition building ever erected by 
the Canadian government. It will 
be 340 feet long, 240 feet wide and 50 
feet high. The whole sum expended 
upon the building and its contents 
{will amount o $600,000 or more. 

A portion the product that will 
form the display were shipped sever- 
al weeks ago from Ghent, where they 
were exhibited at the recent exposi- 
‘tion in that city, a portion coming by 
ship by the way of Cape eHiorn, and 
the remainde> by the Isthmus of Pan- 
ama.
